S.r William Harcourt to make the final an¬

nouncement In the Common« with ¡stately phrase
and a touch of emotion, which seemed t«> b<*U»ken
hla own withdrawal from public life.fortunately
a false Inference, which was speedily corrected.

'.VOHKoRi", WOT r'»I.IT!CI.\NS
While the Parliament elected in 1S.12 has ac¬

complished the most meagre rosulis in legisla¬
tion, It ha» not been from any lack ol ln-

uuairy «m th«· part a.; th« Government, it »vas

u working Government while Mr. Gladstone was

at the head of It; and so it has remained during

the year which has Intervened since his retire¬
ment. The measures which, like the Home Rule
bill, have either passed the Commons, or. like the

Welsh bill, have been blocked there, have been of

the most complex character, and those which
have been undertaken by the Rosebery Govern¬
ment have been both numerous and large. If
these bills have failed it haa been because the

House of Lorda either vetoed or obstruct«*d them,
or else because the country has withdrawn its

support and paralyzed the functions of Govern-'
meni. Minia·.«·*-·, have retired troni office after

making a remarkable record for legislative In¬

dustry and administrative capacity.
Hard, plodding workers, but bad politicians;

that will be the general verdict upon the outgo¬
ing Ministers. The policy of conciliating numer¬

ous faction« by introducing a great series of
measures, which could not be enacted into laws
hns not met with public favor. Filling tbe cup
and ploughing the Nesvcastle lands have not
been occupations which have seriously impressed
the practical Englishman. 1!«· ceased to take
Interest In politics when the Issues were unreal
snd fictitious, nnd legislation of all kinds was

debated week after week, month after month,
with no reasonable probability that anything
would ever come of It. The Rosebery Qovem-
m«*nt has doaoned much of the ridicule with
which It haa been overs» h.liu.d. Iti prestige
has steadily <l··. lined in consequence of the lack
of a rational politica] policy· It« promises were

irredeemable, yet were issued as recklessly M
flat currency In war time. LoH Itoseli« ry may
not have hi««t a fair chance aa Prime Minister;
indeed, he has not; but his most ardent friends
will hardly venture to assert that he baa shown
him»«·!! to be a strong ani ? s.uirccfiil party
leader. There hag been no definite plan of eam-

pslgn. The party has been adrift In the fog.
TIIK I>1V1I>I*I> IRISH PARTY.

The overthrow of the Government leave« the
Irish party hopelessly divided, with the Mc-
Carthyltes compromised by the failure of the
Liberals to enact the Lami bill, or to bring about
any reform legislation for the Island. The Par-
nellltes are likely to make considerable gains In
the general elections in consequence »if the re¬

sentment and disappointment of Irish constitu¬
encies. Mr. Gladstone in his declining years has
the humiliation of witnessing a marked decline
of public interest In the cause t^> which he de¬
voted the last energies of his illustrious career,
and tor which he made the greatest possible
sacrifices. With his own retirement from poli¬
tics, with Mr. Parnell's d'ath and with the con¬

tinuance of feuds and factions In the Irish ranks,
this result has been Inevitable. All parties enter

upon the electoral campaign without adequate
preparation. The Unionists have the best leader¬
ship and organization, and if the recent by-
elections are a fair test of public opinion, they
will have a majority, either large or small. In
the next Parliament, but these signs are often
misleading, and it Is always hazanlous to fore¬
cast the result of a general election. The new

coalition Government will have tho disadvantage
of appealing to the country without any marked
issue or definite programme upon which to so¬

licit popular support Mr. Chamberlain, with
his lucidity of mind, will be the organizing genius
of the Unionist campaign and can be depended
upon to do much to popularize Conservatism. He
Is not a statesman who will be satisfied with a

programme of negations. I. If, F.

LORD ROSERKRY S DOWNFALL.
NONCONFORMIST OBJECTIONS TO HIS LEADER¬

SHIP OF THE LIBERAL PARTY-VIEWS OF
THE REV. DR. MOORE. A PROMI-

NKNT ENOl.l.-H KI'ITOR.

The Rev. Dr. W. T. Moore, editor and proprietor
of "The Christian Commonwealth." the leading
representative journal of the Kngllsh Noncon-
formlet«, has Just sailed from this city for England,
after an extended tour through the West and
Southwest, during which he dellvi red many lectures
and addressee upon political »"«.form and current
social questions. Dr. Moore, who was born and
educated tn this country, was until two years ago
the pastor of the West London Tabernacle, at
Netting Hill, but he resinned his pulpit In conse¬

quence of the Increased demands made upon his
time by his Journal, and In order to devote himself
In greater measure to the compilation of a
work upon the history o? the Bible. This book will
be published simultaneously in America and Eng¬
land, and will have among Its ?ontrihutors many
eminent men upon hoth sides of the Atlantic, while
W, E. Gladstone wll! writ« the Introduction.
Through the medium of his paper Dr. Moore

wields large political infhienre throughout Great
Britain. Although the Nonconformista are ad¬
mittedly the backbone of the Liberal party, he
took a decided stand agalaat Lord Roaebery'a
Premiership because of the latter'a horse-racing
proclivities and his connection with a whiskey dis¬
tilline firm, and also, perhaps, because of the In¬
congruity of a peer's being at the head of an

administration supported by Radia als. In view of
Dr. Moore'a wide knowledge of British political af¬
fair«, hi« views upon Lord RoBehery's Qovurn·
ment and the present politicai situation In England
are of especial Interest JJust at this time. In the
course of a conversation with a Tribune n-presen-
tatlve, who «aw him the «lay before he sailed, at
No. 223 Lincoln Place, Brooklyn, he said:
"Looking at the recent fall of Lord Rosebery's

ministry and my opposition to him, it may se« m

somewhat like Idcktag a man when he ts down for
me to say anythinr regarding him now; but,
nevertheleh.s, he iras from »he beginning only a

sort of compromise man. He was never at any
time satisfactory to the Radical wing of the Liberal
party.
FEELING OF RADICAI. AND HOMK RL'LKRS.
"For one thing, the Radical« could never quite

swallow the anomaly of a Prime Minister who waa

a member of the House of Lords holding on at th··
«ame time to a policy tl,. practl -il effect of
which would he to ahullsh the I'pper Hous«- But
Lord Rosebery'« r« al difficulty arose In this way.
The Liberal majority wast elected upon the prin¬
ciple of Home Rule. The House of Lords made
that Impossible, and the,i. to get even' with the
Conservatives and especially to fcutlsfy Ike Irish
party. It waa proposed to get rid In some way of
the Houie of I.orda if not to aboliuh it, th«n U>
break Its Influence. V.w vblle Lord Rosebery in
hi» early »:>e«:ch··« seem···! eutkitslastlcallji to f.ivr
that policy, he never formulated anything definite
by which thai end waa ts be rea'-hed; and the
reault of the prevarication wa« that the real Home
Rulers In the Commons grew restless, and finally
the RedienJItee bolted and tkrew tkeir influence
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with the Conservatives. This was the great factor
by which the Hoscbcry admlnlslration was w.ak-
eiie.l.
"In many other respects, also, his promises have

not been Just'lied by results. The bill for the ·1?*-

establishment of the Welsh Church was a generous
contribution to th«· right· and demands of the

people, but It has not got through yet, and sim¬

ilarly several other reform measures have been

proposed, but never actually brought before the

House. Practically nothing of much actual utility
has been done. The people grew dissatisfied with

this half-and-half sort of policy, and with waiting
for results, and for a pood while there has been an

adverse feeling toward I.ord Rossbsry among all
sections of the Liberal pnrty.
DISCONTENT OF TIIE NONCONFORMISTS.
"Hut the most pertinent point to which I would

direct attention Is this; Amonrr; the religious people
of England, and particularly the Nonconformists,
who are synonymous with Liberalism, there has
been great discontent evinced with Lord Rosebery
because of his connection with horse-racing and
drink-traffic interests. Moreover, while he d··-

»larcl himself In favor of some reform measure

for dealing with the «lrlnk traffl«, he never defi¬

nitely stated what form such measure would take.
tl la true that Sir William Harcotirt brought in a

measure to haml over barrooms to local option,
but. except being talked about In Parliament, It

never came to anything. Those who have been

in favor of prohibition in the United Kingdom
have all along felt that there wss a lack of real
sincerity about Lord Ros.bery's Intentions in this

respect. For Instarne, the first measure that was

introduced, while to some extent It shut up the
barrooms, gave additional benefits to hotels nn«!
restaurants, and allowed them to sell as much
drink as they jilease.1. In fnet, it was neither a

liical option nor a prohibition bill In any genuinely
wide sense. It was strong enough In its prohibitive
aims to arouse the whiskey people and to unite

them for defensive taetics, but It was not strong

enough to awaken the enthusiasm of the temper¬
ance psopl·, and was COOSSquently a failure.

FORCE OP MORAL SENTIMENT IN BUROPS.
"He furthermore weakened his position by his

active association with horse racing. \Yhll«· that

sport Is popular with certain classes in England,
they mainly belong to the Tory party, and conse¬

quently, when the Liberals found that the man who

was to lead them was Interested in racing, they
shook their heads seriously, and did no. hesitate to

express their dissatisfaction. You see, In England
moral sentiment Is largely to the forefront, and
M man can hold office In that country for any
bngth of time or exert much influence If he Is not

sound In that moral sentiment. It was because
QladstOn« was so strong in this respect that he- was

so potential.no» solelv because he was a great
man Intellectually and a great political leader.

"It has always been difficult to take Lord Rose¬
bery seriously. His speeches have sometimes been
almost trivial. It has been evident lor a long time
that his downfall could not be delayed. He Is In

many respects a most excellent and Intellectual
man. but he occupies a high position among the
English aristocracy, and was never thoroughly in
touch with the people. Sir William Harcourt would
have been a much more efficient leader of the
liberal party, and to-day It is evident that it was

a pity he was not sent for by the Queen, Instead
of Lord Rosebery."
SMALL CHANCE OF REFORM LEGISLATION.
In reply to inquiries as to the prospects of Irish

legislation and other reforms that were urged by
the country upon the outgoing ministry, Lr. Moore

said:
"The Liberal party still have a majority, and It

is possible for them to force the passage of some

of the measures which have been introduced, hut if
the Conservatives are returned with a majority
after the general election, it Is probable that all the
proposals of the Liberal party will he put aside.
Lord Salisbury Is a born aristocrat, and has little
or no sympathy with the masses of the people.
However. England Is to-'\/.y largely governed by
the masses, and no ministry can succeed that doe«
not reckon with them. In some respe.-ts a Con¬
servative governnnnt Is batter for the people
than a Liberal one. What 1 mean by that is that
measures introduced by the former are not vetoed
by the House of Lords, and consequently some

effective legislation is secured. Oeinrally speaking,
reform measures Introduced by the Liberala ars
thrown out by the Lords, and thus nothing is ac¬

complished. The Conservatives do not legislate
willingly for Ihe people, however, and all th<* great
reform and progressiv» measures have either been
introduced by the Liberals or else literally forced
out of the Tores. I am afraid that Ireland can
hope for litti· at the hands of the Coneervativ« -,

while the Welsh Pisestahlishment bill nnd the re¬

formed drink-traffic proposals win certainly be put
aside."
THE CONSERVATIVES LIKELY TO WIN.

"Of course. Lord Salisbury's ministry will not

ftnr.il lonp agalnat a majority In opposition, and
In my Judgment th« final issue will .-orne bifore the
electors during the next few weeks. The result
of that election Is difficult to predict with any

degree of certainty. Public opinion Itself seems

uncertain wi;n regard to the real issues at stake.
But, looking at the general surroundings. I am
Inclined to think that Lord Salisbury will com«
back io pow»T with a majority. For one thing,
the Libera'.« have not brought good times to the
people, and the people usually hold whatever party
is In power responsible 'or any depressiOl In the
financial condition of tiie country. «)f course, it
.···. ins foolish, but every Government In power has
to reckon with this sentiment. For many reasons,
the Liberal voters will be Indifferent as to the
r· suit of O:·· election, and there Is evidence that
they are not unwilling to give u trial to the other
side, in the hope of better times. Just now the
financial outlook is better than it was a year ago,
but the improvement is not sufficient to guarantee
a successful election for the Liberals. This is the
reason why they have been so slow In appealing
to the country."

Evidently the watcher at the
rear door was suspicious and dial not give the
signal to the doorkeeper to open.
